The “Government is bound to 
suppress murder by every legitimate 
means and cannot argue with men who 
seem to condone it. The first preliminary 
to peace, therefore, must be a cessation 
of political crime and outrage. The 
Church of the people hates crime, and the 
vast, body of the people themselves hate 
and fear it in their hearts. All the 
materials of a public opinion which could 
suppress crime exist; yet for lack of im- 
pulse-and. direction it has failed to take 
shape as a cogent influence in Irish affairs. 
If such a public opinion could assert 
itself to-day, it would. demand peace and 
the stoppage of murder, and would not 
fail to secure both. The-country is wait- 
ing for a lead, Who will give it? 

The Government, too, must make an 
overture of peace. Outrage demands re- 
pression, but repression ought not to be 
the whole of the Government's Irish 
policy. In utter darkness men are help- 
less and become victims of either frenzy 
or apathy; but they will walk threugh 
darkness hopefully and cheerfully. if 
somewhere in its depths there is even a 
faint gleam of light. The political situa- 
tion to-day is one of utter darkness. The 
Government’s declared policy is the setting

The Russian-Polish peace negotiations 
seem to be degenerating into a farce. 
More than three weeks have elapsed since 
the delegates withdrew from Minsk.on tha 
understanding that they would resume the 
battle of wits at Riga. All the delegates 
have arrived at. the Livonian capital, bus 
so far no meeting has been arrange. 
The Special Correspondent of The Tims 
gives an amusing account of the situation, 
Each side, it appears, is waiting for tha 
other to move. The Poles will not take 
the first step lest the Bolsheviks 
might think them impolite, and Lenin's 
representatives are determined to show 
that, so far as-etiquette is concerned, they 
have nothing. io learn from thé Poles. 
On Wednesday M. Ladosh, Secretary of 
the Polish delegation, sat all day at 
telephone in the hope that the Bolshevist 
Secretary would give him a call. The 
Soviet official, on his part, expected a call 
from M. Ladosh. He explained to the 
Correspondent that at Tuesday's forma! 
sitting M. Ladosh asked for his telephone 
number, and that he accepted that fact 
as a sign that the Polish Secretary would 
take the initiative. The Poles suffer from 
certain disadvantages. They have no motor 
cars in which to give foreign journalists 
“joy rides,” and only one typewriter with 
which to prepare statements for world 
consumption. The Bolsheviks, on the 
other hand, have an ample supply of both 
motor cars and ‘typewriters. The Poles 
have sent urgent messages to Danzig, and 
“it is expected that; in thé course of a few 
days, they will haves fleet ofcars and 
scores of typewriters.

Woot Prices. 


The woollen trade has entered a period 
of depression, Manufacturers have very | 
few contracts itt hand, and the workers in 
the Yorkshire mills have been placed on 

short time. It seems that during Tecent 
months production has exceeded consump- 
tion. The public has been ‘chary about 
buying articles at inflated prices, and con- 
sequently merchants have atcumulated un- 
usually large stocks. Until these are re 
duced very few orders will be placed. Con- 
tracts are withheld also owing to the stata 
of the market for raw material. It is

estimated that during the last six months 
the price of wool at the London auct! 
has fallen by about 50 per cenf., an i: 
general impression in trade circles is tha 
it will fall still further. Tho Australia 
wool clips will be ceady for sale on Octobe 
1st. In some quartérs it is thou, ‘ht thatthe 
growers may suspend s sales for a time in 
the hope that prices may improve, but in 
others this is regarded as improbable. The 
drought has hit many of the Australian 
sheep farmers severely, and their need for 
funds will make them press for speedy 
sales. Virtually the only thing that can 
force up the price of raw material again 
is a sudden and overwhelming demand for 
woollen goods from Central Europe. 
such development is anticipated in t 
near future. Countries like Germany, no 
doubt, are in urgent need of wool, but so 
long as the exéhanges remain in their 
present chaotic condition the need cannes 
be satisfied.
